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raybert mr. Sam John Connolly who was winning and who was shot in this incident lives now in a hospital in 
Dallas Texas both did everything in their power to persuade mr. Justin that he should not give up the Senate 
majority leadership job and derogated an effective the office of the vice presidency but Lyndon it was it was 
willing to give it up to take this opportunity to become a national figure | think he recognized what you raised 
yourself 17 the necessity that if he was to achieve the areas of government in which he wished to operate he 
had to become a national rather than a sectional figure this is what | meant by about this historical imperative 
there was no way for Lyndon Johnson to ever become the president of the United States assuming John F 
Kennedy had lived and run again and won a second term but to rise above that sectional quality which he 
tried to make people believe was a Western quality but it was always assumed it was a southern quality even 
though as he pointed out this is the man that passed the first civil rights bill in 1958 and you know I'd be 
inclined to think that that was one of the very very few times and Lyndon Johnson's of life that he ever 
rejected a piece of advice from Sam Rayburn political advice gentlemen Nancy you can have 10 seconds | 
was just gonna say | think even more history will have to pass before we can be quite sure of some of the 
things that Sam Rayburn actually did say about that and the whole decision that was made then but that is a 
long and another question yes and we're going now back to David Brinkley thank you in any event President 
Johnson is taking over and in fact has taken over the government of 
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fact has taken over the government of the United States and done it rather briskly he has been careful to not 
to seem to be interfering in the White House he has done his business in the building next door has asked all 
of the White House staff stay has had what few announcements he's had issued through the White House 
press office but he has nevertheless taken over and has announced that tomorrow tomorrow afternoon he 
will have a high-level conference on the war in South Vietnam with ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge the 
Secretary of State and the Secretary of Defense yesterday and last night in the first hours of shock and 
anger there were some bitter words about violence in the United States and some questions about whether 
we are really as civilized as we like to think we are well no doubt there were questions worth asking but | 
think the true nature of this country's stability in civilization is not seen in the insane and irrational act of a 
maniac but in the fact that the entire country right left and middle has pulled together the procession of 
government continues to be and is as stable as a rock the progression from one administration to another as 
tragic as it has been is orderly and certain all parties and all persons have promised the new president their 
support all officials of the government who have said anything have pledged themselves to stay at their jobs 
and to keep things running as long as they're asked to and it is of course their duty to do that and so they 
must do it since 1789 which in the life of governments is a pretty long time power has passed from one 


American administration to another and never with the slightest hint or suggestion or bending or avoiding that 
constitutional processes we live by even the worst losers in American history the angriest losers even those 
who have thought they were cheated as in Hayes Tilden 
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Tilden nobody has ever hinted at interfering in any way in the orderly constitutional process so again that is a 
better indication of the stability in civilization of the American people than the single and isolated instance of 
an insane act of a maniac we pause now for station identification attorney General Robert F Kennedy brother 
and closest associate of the late president spent most of this day at the White House aides said he's bearing 
up well he telephoned his Justice Department office once and told his associates don't be sad Kennedy 
accompanied his brother's body and the widow of the president of the White House this morning after all his 
wife after visiting the White House in the morning spent most of the rest of the day at the Kennedys Hickory 
Hill estate in the Virginia suburbs with their eight children there has been a new development in the case of 
the People vs Li h oz Wald in the nature of very damning and incriminating photographs for that we go to 
Tom Pettit NBC News WB IPTV Fort Worth Dallas two rather dramatic announcements concerning evidence 
against Lee Oswald accused killer of President Kennedy were made at Dallas police headquarters tonight 
they concerned first of all a mail order of a rifle believed to be that which killed President Kennedy and a 
photograph is showing Lee Oswald with that rifle it happened this way in the crowded third floor corridor of 
the Dallas Police Department here is Dallas police chief Jesse curry statement the FBI has just informed us 
that they have the order letter for the rifle that we have sent to the laboratory they have that order 
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to the laboratory they have that order letter that they received from a mail-order house in Chicago this order 
letter has been to the laboratory in Washington DC and compared with known handwriting of our suspect 
Oswald and the handwriting is the same on the order letter while we are rectifying the playback of the 
videotape of this dramatic moment in Dallas Police Headquarters let me recap for you what transpired and 
then you will see as much as you can of Dallas police chief curry surrounded by newsmen he began to 
outline details of the mail order of the rifle which is the weapon believed to a killed President Kennedy this 
was sent front to the post office box return address on this order letter was to the post office box in Dallas 
Texas of our Suspect Oswald and it was returned under another name but it has definitely been established

around getting these latest details and these are the most concrete details we have had concerning the 
evidence against Lee Oswald Oswald was being questioned at the time this videotape was made and 
afterward we got another look at him the second look we had had at him today this is the third floor Carter 
there's 
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this is the third floor Carter there's Oswald in the center shouting something were unable to hear it back into 
the doorway which leads to an elevator which would take him back up to the fourth floor jail cell where he 
has been held since two o'clock yesterday afternoon that's the latest from Dallas this is Tom Penn at NBC 
News reporting from Fort Worth Dallas as Tom Tareq has reported even from this distance we apparently 
can see the web and the net of evidence tightening around the suspect 24 year old Lee Oswald here is a 
somewhat later item authorities report that Oswald was the picture of confidence when officers went in to 
show him the pictures of him holding the rifle the pictures which we've just heard described but when they 
left afterward it's reported he looked frightened in West Berlin tonight more than 40,000 people turned out in 
the city hall square for a memorial tribute to John F Kennedy it was the second night that Berliners had thus 
expressed their grief over his death last night as the freedom Bell told students by the thousand staged a 
torchlight parade from the Technical University to the city hall it was in that square that mr. Kennedy spoke to 
Berliners only last June the freedom Bell was a gift to the city from the people of the United States now it 
appears certain that the square is going to be renamed and honor the late president later the mayor of West 
Berlin Willy Brandt paid tribute to mr. Gandhi we remember here in Berlin that only a few months ago John F 
Kennedy spoke to us and said he regarded himself being a Berliner and tonight 
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Berliner and tonight when the sad news came to the city the students of Berlin interrupted a meeting and 
said that they would make a midnight demonstration to the city halls in order to express their feelings 
thousands and thousands came together with them in order to express how sorry they all felt because they 
think that this tragic blow is something very serious for all those in the world believe in freedom and peace 
how well do you know the new United States president well | myself knew where lyndon b johnson even 
before a new president | met President Johnson for the first time when | was Member of Parliament and fun | 
went to the United States and 54 | remember he said | must go to Texas and address some of his friends at 
Fredericksburg and they did so | met him several times since and he was here in Berlin and this really was 
something he came to Berlin on August 19 1961 six 
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came to Berlin on August 19 1961 six days after the wall of shame had been erected he brought confidence 
back to this city to those who thought they needed he reassured the engagement of the United States people 
clearly appreciated his coming at that time and thought it meant much more than any military engagement 
could have meant unnamed officials of the Communist Party in the United States said today that Lee Harvey 


Oswald charged with the assassination of President Kennedy has no connection with their party Dallas 
police chief Jessie Curry said Oswald has readily admitted that he is a communist the members of the party 
who declined to be identified said that they had nothing to do with this monstrous crime a communist party 
spokesman said that the party leadership is remaining anonymous because it's currently countering the 
subversive activities Control Act by forcing the Attorney General to prove their connection with the party the 
Communist Party leaders said this in a statement in view of the fact that attempts are being made to link Lee 
suspected assassin with the Communist Party we want to reiterate our complete condemnation of the 
dastardly assassination of President John F Kennedy as a monstrous crime against the country so what we 
said before or earlier here still goes the communist organization and apparatus of the world is having some 
difficulty in determining how it shall handle this apparent connection between the suspected assassin and the 
worldwide communist apparatus the communist capitals of the 
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apparatus the communist capitals of the world and now the Communist Party of the United States are all 
disavowing Oswald and declaring that they had no association with him the Kennedy family has asked the 
Irish government to supply an honor guard of troops for President Kennedy's funeral Monday and the 
request has been approved Patrick Carolyn Washington District Manager for Irish International Airlines said 
this afternoon that a squad of 30 Irish soldiers will arrive in Washington tomorrow night there was something 
particularly touching about the way Americans overseas were being treated today by foreigners as members 
of the family of the dead man as in many ways indeed they were this was the American Embassy in London 
today the flag flew at half-mast it was a day of mourning for Americans and Britons a number of Englishmen 
and women came to sign the register to leave their messages of condolence this was how the average 
lunder could Londoner could express his sympathy Britain's new prime minister Sir Alec douglas-home who 
was coming to the United States for mr. Kennedy's funeral expressed his nation's feelings in a more official 
way he lived in my mind as a man who first of all was a man of peace and a man with a deep religious faith 
which was dedicated to healing the divisions between men and then as a man of physical courage as you 
know he was a casualty in the war and very often in pain but he was a man who was determined that this 
curse of war should never ask urge mankind again if he could do anything to arrest the danger and one to 
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anything to arrest the danger and one to will course had in his power and in his hand such power as had 
never been given before in the history of man to a mortal man and he used it always for high purpose and 
always to make the world a better place and a safer place for ordinary men and women to living even in her 
sorrow mrs. Jacqueline Kennedy has thought of the problems facing a new First Lady and has offered to 
help when mrs. Lyndon Johnson saw mrs. Kennedy at the White House this morning mrs. Kennedy told her 
she would be glad to help in any way she possibly could mrs. Johnson spent about 30 minutes with Kennedy 
according to the White House press office mrs. Johnson then went back to her home in Northwest 
Washington and had no plans to see mrs. Kennedy again today no statements have been made as to when 
the Johnsons will move into the White House mrs. Johnson dressed in black and looking sorrowful left her 
home at 10 o'clock this morning to go to the White House she also went with her husband the president the 
st. John's Episcopal Church across Lafayette Square from the White House there the rector the Reverend 
John C Harper read excerpts from the Episcopal prayer book at a special service which President Johnson 
had requested the president and mrs. Johnson sat by themselves in a front pew their heads bowed a sad 
and very lonely looking couple only about 100 people were at the services which had not been announced 
from the church mrs. Johnson then returned home about 1 o'clock this afternoon this afternoon she the press 
office said she's just trying to get caught up on some matters which have to be taken care of at the house 
hundreds hundreds even thousands of telegrams have arrived mrs. Johnson expected to stay this evening in 
the big French chateau like home on a hill in the Spring Valley section of Northwest Washington only a few 
neighborhood children were outside 
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few neighborhood children were outside the gates but cars slowed down as they drove by a detail of 15 
policemen kept guard around the extensive grounds and Secret Service men stood at the closed wrought 
iron gates to the driveway at home with mrs. Johnson was her younger daughter Lucy age 16 the older 
daughter Linda 19 a sophomore at the University of Texas in Austin will not come to Washington at this time 
neither will the young Navy ensign Bernhard Rosenbach to whom she is engaged yesterday she went to the 
governor's office in Austin to be with the children of Texas Governor John Connally who was wounded during 
the assassination of President Kennedy David in looking at the Chief of Police in a crowded hot-looking 
Carter and Dallas a while ago it grotesquerie of it seemed to me to me that all this sadness and horror was 
caused by a punk with a mail-order rifle the word catafalque seems never to be heard the English language 
except at times like this well one is being erected now in the rotunda of the United States Capitol as we're 
about to see a catapult is a support for a coffin castle this is the rotunda the area immediately under the 
dome it is the same one built to hold the body of Abraham Lincoln three other presidents have been there in 
the past William McKinley Warren Harding and William Howard tact in addition to link being covered with 
black velvet beginning tomorrow afternoon there will be a sort of roped area like a passageway coming from 
the door past it and out the public will be 
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door past it and out the public will be invited to come by pay its respects the casket will be closed then as it 
has been throughout before the Monday morning when the casket is placed back on the casein and moved 
across town to st. Matthew's Cathedral for the funeral service and then to Arlington Cemetery for a burial 
when Lyndon Johnson - about two years ago went to Pakistan on one of his goodwill tours he was riding 
along in an open car or walking along actually shaking hands with people along with Street in the roadside 
and he somehow we don't know how seized on one young Pakistani named Bashir Ahmad who as it turned 
out was a camel driver by trade Johnson invited him to come to Washington to visit and he did and as you 
may recall he became something of a public figure during his visit here he he seemed to attract the attention 
and the affection of the American people and for several days he was quite a cut quite a figure around here 
and then he was sent home with a new Ford truck and other gifts and was perhaps the happiest man in the 
country at that time he today sent a message of regret to mr. Johnson and said | hope and pray my friend 
Johnson will rise to the occasion and adequately fill the vacuum created by President Kennedy's death he 
also sent his regrets that he was unable to come to the funeral yet there are more new developments in the 
case against a suspect Lee Oswald for that again we go to Tom Pettit WB IPTV Fort Worth Dallas 
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apparently they're not quite ready to report at WBA PTV we shall try again in a moment the last people to 
pay their respects to President Kennedy today as he lay in repose in the White House East Room were 
members of the White House staff and reporters the guard of honor is to remain on duty throughout the night 
a small bronze plaque on the wall of the White House reception room stood today as one reminder of the life 
and the death of President Kennedy the marker reads and we all remember seeing it there Sailfish caught in 
Acapulco Mexico by John F Kennedy September 16th 1953 the mounted fish which hung above it is gone 
like all the other personal effects of the assassinated president which only a day ago were spotted all about 
the presidential office and its reception rooms gone too is the model of a Navy destroyer which once was on 
the mantel in the reception room it was a replica of the Joseph P Kennedy jr. named for the brother of the 
slain president who was killed during World War two White House workmen shuttled today between the 
presidential offices and the executive office building across the street taking two storage rooms at least for 
the time being the personal mementos of the assassinated President and now again let's try to go to WBA 
PTV Fort Worth Dallas for new developments in the case against Lee Oswald these are the latest 
developments in the case of Lee Oswald as reported to us by Charles Murphy from police headquarters in 
Dallas and that is that assault with intent to commit murder charges have now been filed against Lee Oswald 
in connection with the shooting of Texas Governor John Connally whose condition here tonight remains 
satisfactory by the way we are told by Dallas police chief Jessie Currie that Lee Oswald will be held overnight 
in the Dallas City Jail 
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held overnight in the Dallas City Jail he will not be moved tonight to the County Jail which is the normal 
procedure the probability now is that he will not be transferred to the County Jail before 10 o'clock this 
morning the latest report on the final interrogation of Lee Oswald is that new was added chief curry says he 
does not expect a confession because he's been in this business a long time but he says he is very pleased 
by the new evidence he announced tonight the photograph showing Oswald with the rifle the mail order 
discovered by the FBI linking Oswald with a rifle of the type believed to be the murder weapon in the death of 
President Kennedy that then is the latest on Lee Oswald from Dallas this is Tom Pettit NBC News reporting 
from Fort Worth Dallas a deep and revealing insight into the attitudes the convictions the character and 
perhaps even the policies of the new President of the United States lyndon b johnson are revealed in an 
interview which was recorded on television tape a few weeks ago we wish to repeat that at this time and for 
that we go to WB a P TV in Fort Worth Dallas ray Miller reporting paid a visit to the LBJ ranch at Johnson 
City and West Central Texas for a talk with the then vice president and mrs. Lyndon Johnson we planned a 
special program on the Johnsons for presentation at an early date in the light of Friday's tragedy this material 
has assumed more immediate importance the people we talk with them are now the President and First Lady 
of the land they talked with us probably more candidly and more informally than they will talk with anyone 
else for some time to come and so we have excerpted parts of this program to present to you now as 
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of this program to present to you now as a key to the personality and philosophy of the new President of the 
United States this is the ranch on the Purdue knowledge River west of Austin where the late President and 
mrs. Kennedy had planned to spend the weekend as guests of the Lyndon Johnson this is the place that will 
now be a sometime White House this is the headquarters of the LBJ Ranch a big comfortable structure parts 
of it more than 100 years old sitting on something more than 400 acres of land the interview that follows was 
recorded on the front lawn of the main house at the LBJ Ranch on a pleasant afternoon while mr. Johnson 
was still vice-president thinking about possibly but not talking about trying for another term in that office with 
no thought of the tragedy that would catapult him into the nation's highest office the weather was mild mr. 
Johnson was dressed informally in his khakis this place been in your family a long time mr. Duncan yes ray 
Andrew Johnson came to Blanco County down Rodya about ten miles early 1850s my grandfather came up 
here the late eighteen fifties just for the war and it's been johnson territory everything in johnson city after my 
grandfather and his cousin [Music] ranch where they assemble their cattle from San Antonio San Marcos and 
Federalsburg and RINO and then they drove them up the trail to Abilene Kansas you were born right near 
here yourself about a half a mile down the road someone said the other day that I'd really come up in the 
world | did going up the road 300 yards when you first left Johnson City the first time it was 
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left Johnson City the first time it was as a schoolteacher it wasn't I left Johnson City to go to Southwest 
Texas State Teachers College San Marcos | hitchhiked down there and got a job taking rocks on the campus 
and worked my way through college when | left San Marcos | talked for a couple years and then went to 
Houston there and the public speaking in the Palvin is Sam Houston high school and there | went to 
Washington there's a congressman secretary in when did you discover you had this player for politics well | 
don't know that I've ever discard | had a flair | had a deep interest in it from my earliest memory my father 
was a interested in public life and was a public representative and my grandfather on my mother's side was a 
state representative and I've always had it since boy five six seven years old | remember when | was shining 
shoes and barber shop Johnson City during World War one it was then my announced ambition to someday 
go to the United States Senate a lot of people thought when you gave up the majority leadership in the 
Senate to become vice president that you would find you to come down how do you find it well | can't 
imagine why anyone would think that | don't think ice presidents have come down from anything the only two 
officers in the land that elected by all the people president and the vice president I've never known any 
Majority Leader senator that wouldn't be willing to serve as vice president if his people were willing to elect 


him late vice president Barclay was a former Majority Leader senator vice president Garner was former 
Speaker of the House which is sometimes regarded as a number two position and his second only the 
presidency but the vice president job is a very interesting job it represents all the people a nation and 
second-in-command you're 
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nation and second-in-command you're close counselor with the president she worked with him on all the 
national problems you preside over the Senate in my instance there the president asked me to be chairman 
of the President's Committee on Equal Employment Opportunity dealing with the entire Civil Rights problem 
ticklish pertains to jobs we've had a highly successful effort in that field that this vice president was made the 
chairman of the National Space Council the secretary defense from Secretary of State mr. Webb the NASA 
Administrator and the Chairman Atomic Energy Commission said on there just five of us we recommend the 
space policies of the nation I'm chairman of the president's Peace Corps Advisory Commission and Peace 
Corps requires some of my time so | find it a very stimulating and enlightening and enjoyable experience and 
the only time | hear anything that might to be unpleasant about the vice presidency is use it from some 
cynics or someone who doesn't know much about the world and I've been in nearly all the major hot spots in 
the last three years mr. vice president how do you feel about the prospects for the future | feel good | think 
we're living in a marvelous head of civilization | have traveled in Western Hemisphere or Latin America 
throughout Southeast Asia Thailand Vietnam India Pakistan hello Li up go in right there from the wall went up 
Aires London we just returned from the trip to northern Europe our first trip was to the continent of Africa so 
we've been on all the continents and | think that | can say without this any doubt that I'm so proud to be an 
American | think that we live the kind of life that the rest of the world would 
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of life that the rest of the world would like to emulate | think we're the most respected nation in the world | 
think we're the most beloved nation in the world | think this stuff that you read and hear from the hucksters 
about the ugly American is just a lot of bunk I think it's the years of beloved American instead of the ugly 
American we've got upper two-year system of government and it's true that we have our crisis and our 
difficult times and at times a lot of people get too afraid and panic and stampede easily but there's no 
question but what if we survive and if our philosophy prevails in the world it's going to prevail for one reason 
that's not because of our superiority resources because actually the Soviet Union in some respects they 
have more resources than we have they have nearly 600 million acres of fillable land compared are 187 their 
superiority of water resources and perhaps greater potential of all our resources and we have but if we 
survive and the fire philosophers prevailed it's going to leave a co2 one reason and what's the read the type 
of government the United States has we have the free enterprise system the incentive system the system 
that says to the capitalist that you can take your dollar and invest it in revenue producing property and it says 
to the manager that you get up at daylight and work till midnight and develop stomach ulcers managing 
people and managing money and bringing the two together and that will give you a profit sharing plan and 
will give you a bonus at the end of the year and will give you something for Molly and the babies at your own 
serves to the last third the workers that will give you a pension system and will provide for some kind of a 
bonuses for you and 
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for some kind of a bonuses for you and profit sharing and the minimum wage and our workers are the best 
treated workers in the world so the capitalists and the manager and the worker the three of them go together 
give us the system of government that is unequaled anywhere in the world and | think ultimately other people 
will embrace our system instead of our every embracing their | think we're mighty lucky people we are 
ancestor to our forefathers who fashioned out a system under which we operate and I'm not a doubter and 
I'm not one who's afraid and I'm not one who hates | believe that America is a very beloved nation has the 
best system will prevail improve and survive and we've got a lot to protect and a lot to preserve and we're 


going to do it and the next generation is going to be better than the last no I'm very hopeful do you think 
we're doing everything we should be doing to protect and preserve the system no not everything | can take 
the things that | would do that the other fellow is not doing in the state or the local or the federal level | think 
these things we do it make that we would | would call mistakes we don't all see everything alike if we did 
we'd all want the same way but by large overall we've got much to be proud of and very little to be ashamed 
and America is the biggest land where anyone can live and | my plane has never put down anywhere no 
have | seen anyone come up to us what | really believe they'd like to change places with me | live with the 
rest of the world but when 
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live with the rest of the world but when all said and done me American averages the works of manufacturing 
industries over $100 a week he's the best clothes the best house the best fed human being in the world there 
are only six nations that have a per capita income of as much as $80 a month the other 104 have less than 
$80 a month and two-thirds of the world has less than $8 a month more than a year so our system is 
produced this and they naturally want ours and there's some conflict and we're either going to help raise 
them up to where we are they going to pull us down to where they are numerically we have regular out 
numbers and what we've got to do is to show the world the way we achieved our success and we try to lead 
them in the direction of the free enterprise system instead of letting them float off into systems where we 
know not all you're not saying that you haven't run across any ante at all in your travels communists 
withdrawing age when the American plays when Old Glory | remedy why 35,000 people broke through the 
ropes off grounds and started throwing ticker tapes in the wanders and hollering America America Kennedy 
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hollering America America Kennedy Kennedy United States and they all love us and they all respect it and of 
course they're exceptions to that but the substantial majority would like to have it as good as we got it and 
we ought to be reminded of that frequently and we oughta never go to bed at night and we don't think our 
good Lord Almighty for the blessings of ours and for the wisdom of our forefathers in establishing this system 
and it's not the most perfect system in the world but it's the best one in the world in all the years that you 
spent in public life at the congressman senator and his vice president - is there any one thing that gave you 
more satisfaction in the accomplishment that give you most that affection than the others all my entire public 
life has been just Chuck Philips satisfaction from the day when I was a congressman secretary and | could 
help a veteran get a pension or help a boy get a job to go to school help a man get to off the relief rolls time | 
was NY administrator and | helped 10,000 through high school and college in the state and help build all 
these little roadside parks the doctor picks his bad ways time | was young congressman | had the first 
housing project the first one French project in the nation one of the first soil conservation projects national 
parks and dam projects when | kept the Lower Colorado River Authority to build six six nine dams and come 
have a model improvement buying experiences when | was a majority leader helping pass the first civil rights 
bill that passed in 85 years help all people have a right to vote and | think did we made substantial progress 
from 1957 1960 that was free of the bitterness and right there in that field 1960 we passed another civil rights 
bill it was an improvement over the earlier one the second civil rights bill passed in 85 years and we did it 
without the demonstrations and without eating without bitterness that was very 
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without bitterness that was very satisfying 1958 | introduced the Johnson McCormick Act which was the first 
bill written on space in this country and the basic space law now there is my name and speaker mcComish 
name the eight years that | was leading under President Eisenhower when | led the Democratic Party and he 
led the Republican Party and the fact that we could work together and achieve things together for both 
parties for the benefit of the nation and the foot partisan differences aside all those pleased me very much in 
retrospect when | look back | think that I've had a very full and satisfying life and now I'm working with a 
Peace Corps and the space developments the man the moon program the Equal Employment Opportunity 


that is really making progress to try to see that all men have a right to a job if they're willing to work that they 
don't have to go on relief just because of their color that they can be considered on the basis of Merrick that's 
satisfying and I've always felt it to you there's a great opportunity to be in public life and be in public service if 
| couldn't do in public service I'd like to be a teacher preacher and maybe a doctor where you could help 
people and do good and see them improve and profit and live a happier and more prosperous life and that 
gives you satisfaction you don't get out of the paycheck we remind you again that this interview with 
President Johnson was recorded a few weeks ago at his Texas ranch while he was still vice-president during 
the same visit we also talked with the dynamic mrs. Lyndon Johnson and she talked about her husband very

sight set on what you think you can work toward and maybe achieving and not worry too much does he bring 
his problems home and talk to you about the more that he's just keeping themselves oh he brings him home 
he talks to me about them yeah he would never be the one to cry over doses from swallowing problems 
facing you hear about it when he has problems [Music] Lyndon Johnson is a very restless man even when 
relaxing at his ranch he is seldom still for more than a few minutes at a time if there is nothing else to do he 
arrives around the phrasing his 
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he arrives around the phrasing his cattle sometimes by car sometimes in an electric golf cart he keeps at the 
place and very often on horseback one of the sights at the LBJ Ranch is a friendship walk around the house 
made up of concrete blocks in which distinguished visitors over the years have etched their names mrs. 
Johnson the Johnson's older daughter Linda showed us this walk and our discussion there gave mr. 
Johnson another opportunity to discuss his philosophy just taking a look at your friendship walk sir how you 
liking me that's really interesting idea I've never seen that before that one of yours yes when we planted the 


grass we decided that we would pour little concrete when our very special friends came to see us and asked 
them to write their name in it and we have a good many interesting people that have come and gone from 
here in the almost 10 years that we've lived here even a few Republicans in there yes Bob Anderson and the 
Secretary of Treasury under President Eisenhower is one of my very dear friends you know ray we have a 
good many good Republicans in this country of course good Democrats it's not really important or whether 
you're Democrat or Republican what is important is that you're a good American and | think most

alright this informal visit with the Johnson of Johnson City was recorded by the KPRC television special 
projects division several weeks before the assassination of John F Kennedy as a senator and as is Vice 
President Lyndon Johnson had already played a significant role in this nation's exploration of space here is 
an assessment from Roy Neil NBC News Los Angeles in the mid-1950s when the United States was getting 
into the missile business Lyndon Johnson was in the Senate's leading the Democrats he soon became 
known as a proponent of the major missile programs being proposed to handle the first satellite attempt 
Vanguard strangely during the time of the so-called missile gap in the late 50s mr. Johnson stopped making 
public statements about our strength or weakness in the field strangely because he had been so outspoken 
until that time 
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he had been so outspoken until that time favoring major expenditures he was known as a very 
knowledgeable man during those beginnings of space-age technology a senator who took the time to learn 
what rockets were all about in 1958 when the National Aeronautics and Space Administration was 
established mr. Johnson was one of the key men in Washington who approved it against that background in 
1960 as Vice President Johnson he became head of the National Aeronautics and Space Council the council 
really controls all space programs military and civilian and consists of the Vice President the Secretary of 
Defense the Atomic Energy Commissioner and the administrator of NASA of the Space Administration in his 
capacity as head of the council mr. Johnson became the long arm of the president's the administration's 
officer in charge of space his influence was immediately apparent the appointment of James Webb as NASA 
Administrator and the subsequent placement of several men who had worked closely with mr. Johnson in 
strategic positions at NASA headquarters was indicative both of his guidance and his interest as the space 
program moved on and the interest of President Kennedy was shown by presidential visits to missile sites 
and Cape Canaveral it was also notable that the Vice President took an active role for example when mr. 
Kennedy flew to Canaveral following the Glen flight mr. Johnson flew straight to the recovery area and flew 
back with the astronaut to the Cape when it was announced that the manned spacecraft center would be 
built in Houston Texas there were those who remembered that the vice president as a Texan had promised 
Houstonians l'm going to see that Houston gets its fair share of the space budget when President Kennedy 
posed recently with the Titan three booster planned for the military man and space program vice president 
Johnson was there as such pictures were seen frequently in short President Johnson has been running the 
national space programs for the administration since he took office and can be expected to maintain them as 
closely as possible to their present levels still to be resolved as who will perform for him the administrative 
job 
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perform for him the administrative job of overseer of space he performed for the late President Kennedy here 
in California of course there's a heavy concentration of aerospace industry that will be vitally concerned with 
any action to be taken by President Johnson but today the West is in mourning churches are filled with 
mourners solemn Requiem Mass was held at the Church of the Good Shepherd in Beverly Hills where the 
late president attended services during his visits to Southern California [Music] at fort MacArthur the salute 
cannon on the parade ground began firing at dawn this morning around every hour has been fired since we'll 
continue till sundown the men of the garrison assembled to hear the order military regulations also call for 
flags at this and all military installations to fly at half-mast until the 21st of December the Los Angeles 
Coliseum is quiet this afternoon Southern California had been scheduled to play UCLA today in the

west coast in this place where the late President Kennedy and President Johnson accepted the nomination 
of their party a torch burns in memory of the tragic events of yesterday Roy Neal NBC News Los Angeles the 
list of foreign heads of state Chiefs of State high-ranking officials from foreign countries coming to President 
Kennedy's funeral Monday continues to grow indeed already there is some talk some speculation about a 
possible summit conference of sorts figuratively over the grave of the President among the arrivals will be 
French president Charles de Gaulle German Chancellor Ludwig Erhard deputy solving Soviet Minister 
Anastasio Yan Britain's Prince Philip and Prime Minister Sir Alec douglas-home as well as Labour Party 
leader Harold Wilson Japanese Crown Prince Akihito and Prime Minister hi Otto Ikeda Canadian Prime 
Minister Lester Pearson Irish president Eamon de Valera Belgian King bagua and Netherlands Crown 
Princess Beatrix for while the communist communist propagandists in the various communist capitals of the 
world seemed to be thrown off stride by the sudden death of the president yesterday for a few hours after his 
death there was very little harsh talk little the cooporation but now apparently the Communists are beginning 
to revert to their old ways it appears that the identification of the assassin or four charged assassin or the 
suspect Lee Harvey Oswald and admitted Marxist and apparently he has admitted also being a communist 
all of this has touched a highly sensitive spot in the communist capitals the Communist Party newspaper 
Pravda and Moscow today charged American reactionaries are trying to make use of the president's tragic 
death in order to fan anti Soviet 
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tragic death in order to fan anti Soviet and anti Cuban hysteria proud to call the murder Amon this crime and 
mention the arrest of Lee Oswald in connection with the assassination it went on the more details are being 
reported the more obscure and suspect the whole affair is becoming from reports based on statements made 
by police officers of Dallas only one thing is clear by now the police obviously want to implicate the 
Communist Party in the murder of the president fraud that went on everybody in America knows that it's 
precisely in Texas in this internally Republican state that are meeting the most reactionary and rabid 
elements the birches and the followers of Senator Goldwater and of the notorious general mutineer and 
racist Walker the article said about a month ago Texas extremists attacked the UN delegate Adlai Stevenson 
and the file attacking him the hooligans shouted down with co-existence and down with the traitor Kennedy 
well that is a bit of the late reaction coming out of Moscow it sounds somewhat more familiar the Communist 
organ in Belgrade Yugoslavia Barbra also is sounding a much like this piece | just read from a Pravda the 
only communist nation as a matter of fact which did not cease and desist for even a few hours in its 
vituperation and its attacks upon the United States was Peking or the communist government of Red China it 
at last word at last report had not even mentioned the death of the president it merely continued its 
ceaseless propaganda we pause now for station identification mrs. rose Kennedy the late president's mother 
who's now in Massachusetts will come to Washington tomorrow Sunday 
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come to Washington tomorrow Sunday afternoon along with her son Senator Edward Kennedy her husband 
Joseph P Kennedy will not attend the funeral we are not told why but we assume it is because he is not well 
enough mrs. John F Kennedy has offered her help - mrs. Lyndon Johnson any help she can give in making 
the transition to the new administration as smooth as possible since Monday is a day of mourning the 
government will be closed and among other effects event there will be no mail deliveries during the afternoon 
Harry Truman was at the White House or the building next door to the White House meeting with the new 
President Lyndon Johnson Bob Gorski is at the White House with a report on that of the United States who 
ascended to the presidency held a meeting here at the White House late this afternoon President Johnson 
and former President Truman met in the vice president's office executive office building for about a half an 
hour when I was through a news plan were permitted in during the final few moments of their meeting there 
was a warm friendly meeting mr. Truman and mr. Johnson were sitting practically side-by-side at one point 
mr. Johnson moved toward mr. Truman the former president held mr. Johnson's hand it indicated President 
Johnson did too mr. Truman that he had talked this afternoon with the wife of Governor Connally of Texas he 
told mr. Truman he had been told that governor Conley's condition is improving that he is in good condition 
today President Truman will be staying in Washington we believe overnight at Blair House directly across the 
street from the White House this again is an announcement we heard earlier and it is that President Johnson 
will address a joint session of Congress or a joint meeting of Congress next Wednesday at 12:30 
Washington time and we were told no one expects it to be as it almost

police the sullen 20 fear four year old turncoat is the assassin of President Kennedy and the murder of a 
patrolman who tried to arrest Oswald yesterday there seems to be no doubt whatsoever in the minds of the 
Dallas policemen that Oswald there man they also maintain steadily that they have sufficient evidence to try 
him and convict him acquaintances apparently cannot agree on their assessments of the accused man and 
his personality emerged from their views like a puzzle with a number of pieces missing he was always having 
beefs with the guys in the barracks said an ex-marine sergeant Donald Goodwin of Los Angeles Oswald 
section chief during his 1956 59 stint in the Corps he had and we weren't exactly close acquaintances but | 
did know about his temper and the habit he had of lipping off at the wrong time | was glad to see him go from 
the service certain facts about Oswald's life appear incontrovertible he was born in New Orleans on July 19 
1939 after the death of his father he was reared by his mother at Fort Worth Texas he had to work as a child 
his mother says he always brought the money home he was a loner sought escape and books but did poorly 


in school he dropped out of high school after one year at the age of 17 he then enlisted in the Marine Corps 
and was sent to Japan the service was like waiting to get out of prison he said he told him he was needed to 
support his mother and the government gave him a compassionate discharge relieved and angry he then 
sought Russian citizenship the Russians said no a friend said it was because he wanted to keep a rifle again 
the United States was compassionate our embassy in Moscow lent him 435 dollars to bring his Russian wife 
marine and their infant daughter home he had survived to courts-martial in service one for failing to register a 
personal weapon which he had in his 
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personal weapon which he had in his possession another for using provocative language again lipping off but 
now he was discharged from the inactive reserve as an undesirable for wanting to desert his country in 
Moscow he had made his mother weep when she would call he'd hang up the telephone in her ear now she 
said he had been persecuted as a defector his refusal to see her after his return last year was only she said 
because he was too trying he was trying to keep me from being hurt Cooney's in New Orleans where he 
spent the recent summer said they saw in him no such gentleness they said he was arrogant surly and 
unpleasant these are the words also of chief of homicide captain will fritz used in describing Oswald today in 
Dallas neighbors in the Uptown New Orleans section where Oswald and his wife rented a small apartment 
found marina friendly but she spoke no English but Oswald wouldn't associate with anybody he never had 
never had any friends one landlady said he sneaked out owing me the rent and he left the apartment filthy 
another and later landlady said that he was fastidious with the apartment that he kept it spotlessly clean so 
we are getting these contradictions in the background and in the brief career of Oswald Lee Harvey Oswald 
has been given legal advice in Dallas from Louis Nichols president of a Dallas Bar Association now here is a 
report on that from Dallas this is mr. Nichols mr. Nichols this president of the Dallas Bar Association he has 
been talking to mr. Oswald and he will make a statement for you if he desires my name is H Lewis Nichols 
ello you is in our CH o LS ni CH o LS l'm the president of the ballas Bar 
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I'm the president of the ballas Bar Association the organized bar here in Dallas we had been advised that 
statements have been made that mr. Oswald was unable to get any Dallas lawyer who would make any 
inquiry about the representation or that he was unable to get any representation here in Dallas when | heard 
about that this afternoon and | decided | should come down and make inquiry as to whether or not he was 
represented by counsel whether or not he desired to be represented by counsel and whether or not he would 
ask the Dallas more Association to furnish representation to him | have just visited with him in his cell and he 
advises that his first preference is that he be represented by a lawyer in New York whose name | believe is 
John F abt he then stated that if he could not be represented by that individual he would like to have a lawyer 
who was a member of the American Civil Liberties Union represent him he said that if he was unable to get 
anyone from that organization while then he might call upon the local bar associations who represent him | 
asked him why there are not at this time he was asking the Dow's Bar Association to do anything hard 
representing him and he advised that he was not that he did not desire that we take any steps forward 
obtaining representation for him and that if he was unable to obtain the other representation might at a later 
time ask us to do so and did ask that | would check back with him at later time to see whether or not there 
would be any necessity or desirability that we attempt to furnish representation for him having contacted 
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representation for him having contacted him and satisfied myself that he was not being deprived of 
representation by an attorney and having satisfied myself that he did not desire to be represented by a 
Dallas attorney then left message the situation as it exists right now my name is H Lewis Nichols ello U is in 
IC ho LS he didn't discuss the details of it | did not ask him anything he appeared to me to be perfectly 
rational and | could observe no abnormalities about him at all in the short time that I've been with him | don't 
know anything about no I'm not he didn't say he didn't give him the reason | didn't ask you | don't know about 


three minutes he said he had talked to members of his family this afternoon and they would endeavour to get 
in touch with mr. he said he was a member of that organization like to have a lawyer who was a member of 
that organization represent here | don't know well do you appear to be calm and is he defined | didn't 
understand is he defiant defiance he did not appear to be defined he discussed the matter with me and very 
rational way and very calm way and we discussed the matter and | satisfied myself that he knew what he 
was talking about and didn't hire my services or the services of any member of the Dallas Bar Association | 
don't know | did not discuss the charge with I do not believe so since he's not asking for a lawyer to 
represent him at this time probably in Dallas it is the

desired to have an attorney appointed by the Association to assist him and he said no all yours that I'm 
acquainted with thank you all so they made inquiry so father not to dowse Bar Association was doing 
anything to see whether or not this man could obtain local representation and |

attorneys at all that | do not practise them alone and never tried a criminal case | don't know the answer that 
Thank You mr. Nichols mr. H Lewis Nichols the president of the college Bar Association returning from a visit 
to the fourth floor jail cell of Lee Oswald he has just been paired with him there and says that he is satisfied 
Oswald is able to obtain counsel Charles Murphy reporting from the corridor of a Dallas Homicide Bureau in 
Dallas shortly after his visit from Nichols Oswald was moved through the corridor to the interrogation room 
through a swarm of reporters and photographers here again is Charles Murphy reporting from Dallas 
Cameron went into homicide and robbery Bureau for the second time today his second appearance before 
captain will Fritz he was down earlier from his fourth floor jail cell that was about ten o'clock there for about 
one hour then was returned to the fourth floor cell since then he was visited by his Russian floor wife and 
their two young children but only briefly and at another point by his brother Robert four years ago just about 
his brother's profession for Lee Oswald has been returned to the interrogation room of the Homicide Bureau 
here in the Dallas City Hall or further questioning authorities at the City Hall say they now have an ironclad 
case they call him 
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[Music] Charles Murphy last August Lee Harvey Oswald was arrested in New Orleans he got into trouble 
while distributing literature for the fair play for Cuba committee people in New Orleans remember him here is 
a report from station WDSU TV not long after Lee Harvey Oswald left Russia where he married a Russian 
woman he came to New Orleans for a time he lived in a one-bedroom apartment at 49 oh seven Magazine 
Street just a few blocks from the Mississippi River this section of town is made up largely of small 
shopkeepers and longshoremen a few blocks away lies the lush garden district the section of large old and 
usually expensive homes WDSU reporter Jim kempt talked with Oswald's landlady mrs. J J Garber can you 
tell us when you first saw Lee Oswald night of May when you were in Deer Park what did you know anything 
about him not a thing can you tell us what what your impression of him was what sort of a fellow of he well he 


was a white guy he didn't pay attention to anybody he just went on about his business you never had any 
friends around they didn't talk to anybody he wouldn't even say hello or nobody he just walked straight by 
with his head up wal very straight he wrecked all the time you'd say then that he wasn't a very friendly person 
not at all she's very cute and she didn't speak English they're old and she she try to you know she'd not tell 
you hello when she see you and smile but that's about all she said she couldn't say anything else what about 
his activities while he 
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else what about his activities while he lived in the apartment that you rented to him there was he employed | 
mean he did he go to work every day and come home in the evenings oh well we first read their fortune he 
was working at some coffee company on Magazine Street but the most he worked was about three weeks 
then after that he didn't work anymore that on the walls because he was at home all the time going back and 
forth and he'd do a lot of reading sit on a porch and read plenty did you ever have any visitors and he people 
come to see him were you aware that he was engaged in the activity that led to his fight down here this 
Cuban fair play for Cuba committee well before they picked him up on Canal Street for that he had placed 
one of those on a screen porch and | didn't like it | told my husband to go tell him to take it down and he 
asked my husband why and my husband says because | wanted um he said or you have to go if you don't 
take it so he took it down he didn't give us any trouble bonus you know that then | don't know it was mostly 
these small books these small pocketbooks life what about understand that he moved out rather suddenly 
can you tell us about that well about the middle part of all this made June July August you see his wife was 
gonna have another baby and he was late with the rent and | went to see about it he told me that he tears 
later so later on | sent my husband because he was kind of smart about it and he told my husband he says 
well I'll have to wait a while he says because my wife's gonna have a baby he said I'm hanging on to what | 
have to have the baby so my husband said well okay so then 
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so my husband said well okay so then later on this same station wagon that moved him there that brought 
his wife in rather when you rented the apartment he was alone his wife came in two three days later and the 
same station wagon from Texas related that brought him there came back and the types of stuff put it in the 
station wagon the station wagon was there for a few days and | told my husband | said they're packing the 
station wagon it looks like they're taking everything so we'll find out if he's moving so he did he said no he 
wasn't moving he was only sending his wife to Texas to have the baby and that night evidently he left 
through the night so you saw them packing the station wagon did you notice whether he did you see him 
packing rifle or a gun of any type but have any guns no | didn't we didn't say no attention and nothing like 
that usually people track everything's in boxes and wrapped up aside was in a wagon | mean the only thing 
you could see was the baby did tape in that was you know tied up on top | understand that the FBI has been 
around to the house seeking information about him also is that's great that's right well you opelu help them at 
all the most | could tell him was the same things that | said that's on a paper and the same thing I'm telling 
you he wasn't selling to anybody he didn't talk to anybody the trouble we had we'd go around at night and put 
in garbage and everybody else's all these kids good job what about the neighbors did yeah did he have any 
friends at all in the neighborhood anybody nobody would talk to you they all hate it they all say the same 
thing is Austin big as this 
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say the same thing is Austin big as this world is he had to be living bars two blocks from mrs. and kuber's 
home stood Henry's meat market and grocery store | was old often went there and became known not very 
well by the storekeeper Henry go grieve go breathe what what do you know about this fellow Oswald 
understanding used to come into your store well | don't know too much about him it he was a peculiar fella 
came in here not too often and nobody spent any money in fact he came in a bar room one day and said | 
should turn a television set on so he can look at a program and | refused | said no | don't turn the television 


set on this time of day he looked like he got kind of mad and walked out what sort of a fellow did he seem to 
be was he very friendly did he talk to you he wasn't friendly at all he never said anything at any time what 
about his wife did you ever see her seen his wife she was she couldn't talk much English she came in now 
and then and bought a loaf of bread at the most what did you ever have any trouble at all with this fellow 
maybe come into the bar what about the other people around they notice this fellow | mean did they seem | 
don't think so no | don't | don't think anybody Ronny had noticed him it in fact they don't they seen his picture 
in the paper and they don't recognize him at all what was the sort of person that he seemed to have any 
friends seem to have any friends around him what how often did he come by your place | seemed three or 
four times a week at least did you ever notice that did he seem to be employed was here on in the day home 
in daytime most of the time | seen him daytime in the evening not never seen him at night at all and 
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not never seen him at night at all and he drank much made him take a drink this is John Corporon in New 
Orleans it has been a very busy and sometimes confusing day in Dallas for a summary of the developments 
and the events there in Dallas Texas we go to Tom Pettit WBA P TV Fort Worth Dallas District Attorney 
Henry weight of Dallas County is the man who will prosecute Lee Oswald Wade said today he will ask death 
in the electric chair for Lee Oswald tonight Oswald still is held at the Dallas City Jail he still is being 
interrogated from time to time the chief interrogator homicide captain Wilfred says he is a cinch case he is 
the man who killed President Kennedy police chief Jesse curry who had first announced Oswald as the 
prime suspect said at one time today that the FBI had Oswald under surveillance without informing the 
Dallas police then chief curry made this statement | want to correct anything that might have been 
misinterpreted or misunderstood and that is regarding information that the FBI might have had about this 
man | do not know if and when the FBI has interviewed this man the FBI is under no obligation to come to us 
with any information concerning anyone they have cooperated with us in the past a hundred percent anytime 
there's any information that that they feel that might be helpful to us they have always come to it with us last 
night someone told me | don't even know who it was that the FBI did know this man was in the city and had 
interviewed | wish to say this of my knowledge | do 
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| wish to say this of my knowledge | do not know this to be a fact and | don't want anybody to get the wrong 
impression that | am accusing the FBI of not cooperating or withholding information because they are under 
no obligation to us but have always cooperated with us 100% and | do not know yes and when they have 
ever interviewed this man just to make this clear chief you were talking about Oswald and the reports at the 
FBI that information about him before the assassination that's correct and | wish to make this statement that | 
do not know my knowledge whether they have anything on this man or not or whether or not they have ever 
interval | do say this that that they have always in the past if they had information that they thought would be 
helpful to us they have come to us with or unreliable report that they had some information there on him | 
don't know someone last night told me this and | don't even know who told me but they just said that last 
night that the FBI did know this man was here | wish to make this statement that | do not know whether they 
knew it or not and | certainly am NOT saying that the FBI knew something that we should have known didn't 
tell us they're under no obligation to us but they have always cooperated please can you tell us when Oswald 
was questioned this morning if he continued to deny his guilt to deny that he had anything to do with the 
killing then | don't know because | haven't contacted the captain since he's been with she's now the Jews 
made the record clearer to the matter of FBI cooperation can you tell us from where you now stand ina 
matter of prosecuting this man well suppose | know we're right where we were last night because | don't | 
don't know what has developed in the questioning this morning we are still trying to establish verification on 
the John where 
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establish verification on the John where it came from and we're still yet the right we're still interviewing many 
witnesses that were in the area we have appealed to any citizen who might have been in the area that might 
have taken any pictures that might have seen anything to come to us and actually we probably will have well 
there's no there's no way of estimating how many statements we will take we we have several people taking 
statements now chief was the subject of a polygraph the lie detector test broached with Oswald on a so what 
was that it was offered to him and he refused it you Know windless occurred yesterday | understand did he 
give any reason for refusing to take the lie-detector test | understand he said he didn't have to take him he 
didn't further or will he be transferred to the county jail to await presentment to the grand jury he will go to the 
county jail | don't know just win but I'm thinking probably sometime today | couldn't be sure it's more 
convenient here to have him near us where we can talk to him when we need to but we probably will transfer 
him soon you may then question him again before he is | have not heard of him | understood that his mother 
was obtaining an attorney for him this morning but | don't | don't know he told us as he left this morning that 
he would like to contacting mr. f of New York City the services attorney do you know who he was referring to 
no | don't well no sir we haven't had a return yet 
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well no sir we haven't had a return yet anybody else involved in this no sir not that we know he came in he 
came in voluntarily this morning they went to his home last night and he invited them in they had a search 
warrant but it wasn't necessary to use it because he invited them in and so to make it look around the 
officers and then after they had talked to him last night they left him at home and he had agreed to come in 
this morning and | think he's somewhere in the building now as far as you are concerned does the 
investigation at this hour point toward the possibility we don't believe so at this time you have no information 
linking mr. Molina with the case no the only reason that we wanted to talk to him was the fact that we we do 
have him listed in some of our subversive files and he did work in the building mr. Molina and Joe Rodriguez 
Molina was a co-worker of Oswald he was questioned but he has not been charged with anything so the 
focus of attention is on Lee Harvey Oswald 24 years old Oswald had been held overnight in the Dallas City 
Jail after he was formally arraigned well after midnight on charges of that was Lee Oswald in the t-shirt he 
has worn since he was arrested and if perhaps you did not hear he was requesting that police officers 
provide him with a clean shirt so that he could be photographed in that rather than in the t-shirt in which he's 
been photographed ever since he's been taken to police headquarters during the day Oswald's mother 
Marguerite and his wife and their two small children posed a rather pathetic scene at Dallas Police 
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rather pathetic scene at Dallas Police Headquarters they and Oswald's brother are said to be trying to 
arrange a lawyer for Lee Oswald so far he has no attorney that is his russian-born wife she refused to say 
anything except get away and that is his mother also refusing to say anything well the time Bing Lee Oswald 
has refused an offer of legal assistance from the Dallas Bar Association this afternoon the mother the wife 
and the two children were escorted into the jail section for a brief visit with Oswald Oswald is the ex-marine 
who once tried without success to secure Soviet citizenship described by officials here in Dallas as sane and 
sharp but he will be given a psychiatric examination he admits he was in the building at the time of the 
assassination of President Kennedy but he denies any knowledge of the event now upcoming he faces what 
is called an examining trial then presentment to the grand jury for probable indictment and district attorney 
Wade thinks it will be mid-january before the trial of Lee Oswald can begin on charges of United States the 
evidence as it is known here against him will consist so far mainly of witnesses putting him in specific places 
at specific times plus what officials call physical evidence they refuse to say what that is governor Connally of 
Texas who was wounded in the same attack which took the life of the president tonight as described here as 
being in satisfactory condition his son John B Connally the third will be his personal representative at the 
funeral of the late President Kennedy finally we have an interview with the priest who administered the last 
rites of the Roman Catholic Church to President Kennedy he is the Reverend Oskar Huber of the Holy Trinity 
Church in North Dallas near the hospital where mr. Kennedy died in an interview with

on the portable table it was completely covered with the sheet his wife was standing beside him and | mean

Kennedy at any time | did 
after that | expressed my sympathy and the sympathy of my parishioners to her sort of it was terribly shocked 
and during this sad news and she thanked me very graciously the president of his spiritual needs and asked 
me to pray for him | assured her that | would we also resided together the Lord's Prayer Hail Mary and the 
starting location may God grant eternal rest to his soul what what 
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grant eternal rest to his soul what what was the reaction of the people in the emergency room it at this time 
those who know the answers to the prayers of course have responded certainly under everyone there was a 
state of shock as if they could not believe that such a thing that happened the president would be 
assassinated was Jacqueline Kennedy did she show any outward signs of emotion or what she composed 
very much she was seemingly paralyzed or in a shock she spoke at times and softly rather softly but without 
any emotion she was not crying | could not understand how she could hold up under these circumstances 
did you anytime in the emergency room see the family of either the vice-president or of the governor no | did 
not have you or do you plan to conduct any special masters for the president well that same evening | 
celebrated to break room s for the repose of his soul at 5:30 the church was practically filled with people at 
Holy Trinity Church and on Tuesday evening of this week a solemn waking high mass will be celebrated for 
the repose of his soul at 5:20 it leading that was the Reverend Oskar Huber and tomorrow will be a day of 
prayer in Dallas that is the story tonight in Texas this is Tom Pettit NBC news reporting from Fort Worth 
Dallas Tom Pettit has said tomorrow will be a day of prayer in Dallas that community 
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day of prayer in Dallas that community is taking the loss of the president very gravely for example two small 
wreaths lay in tragic display today of the assassination of President Kennedy the wreaths were on a grassy 
slope a few feet from the spot where the assassin's bullet hit the president a card on one spray said in 
memory of our beloved President John F Kennedy from the bereaved citizens of Dallas the other signed by a 
mr. and mrs. Henry H Strausser said we are all so sorry bumper-to-bumper traffic moved slowly by the site of 
the assassination a policeman directing traffic said the traffic had been very heavy all day small lots of 
people stood around taking pictures of the building where the assassin had waited the sixth floor window he 
fired from was still open the building was locked and the patrolman's at FBI agents about the new president 
lyndon b johnson it has been frequently asked where does President Johnson stand on civil rights there 
should be very little doubt or further question about it after you hear this tape which we are about to play 
back last fourth of July in Philadelphia's Independence Hall Lyndon Johnson delivered a speech on the 
subject of civil rights here by television tape is what he said Declaration of Independence the words of the 
Constitution of the United States do not need to be further interpreted they do need to be further 
implemented for all Americans these times the issues of this moment in our history call out for our men and 
women who love their country 
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our men and women who love their country to step forward with responsible leadership to implement in our 
national life the ideals of our national literature in every state in every community in every American home we 
have the capability to answer the needs of this moment some say now some say never let's all say on that 
subject civil rights and perhaps others it may not be inappropriate now to begin to explore as far as we are 


able at this time the question of what kind of president will Lyndon Johnson be a good place to get an answer 
to begin with is from those in the Senate who worked with him most closely when he was Majority Leader at 
the time of his at the time of his greatest political activity when in effect he was running Senate not in effect in 
in fact he was running the Senate his assistant then the Assistant Majority Leader who was Senator Hubert 
Humphrey of Minnesota one of the more articulate members of the American political establishment though 
we have an interview with him on that subject by Ray surer and we're going to hear that now senator 
Humphrey we have asked you here to ponder the question which really only history can answer but we 
propose June enough without it anyway what sort of a president do you expect Lyndon Johnson to be well of 
course that is truly a question for history and all that one can do is to venture an opinion from his own 
experience and his own knowledge of the individual I've been 
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knowledge of the individual I've been privileged to know President Lyndon Johnson for many years during all 
of my service in the United States Senate and as of course during his service as Senator and vice president | 
think President Johnson will be a forceful president he will be a very hardworking and dedicated man his life 
is truly consumed by public service the political life | expect him to be a very active president and one that 
will be very much concerned about programs action programs particularly on the domestic scene well you 
know him very well you you know his drives his interests what are his what does he feel strongly about well 
he feels very strongly about this country you know that's a broad phrase and there's a generalization but he's 
a great Patriot he loves this nation and as you know he thinks a great deal about the security of our nation he 
was the chairman of the Subcommittee on preparedness he was the chairman of the Subcommittee on State 
Department and foreign aid appropriations so in those two subcommittees in the Senate President Johnson 
as the senator gained a keen insight into matters of national security of defense and of foreign policy and as 
the vice-president serving with our late and beloved President Kennedy President Johnson became much 
more intimately acquainted with Foreign Relations and our international relations iBaby it's fair to say that he 
feels very strongly about for example our commitments to our alliances the strength of this nation about the 
interdependence between a prosperous American economy and the necessary strength that we must have 
for the long-term leadership that we will have 
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long-term leadership that we will have to give the world and his recent utterances not so recent either as a 
matter of fact we ought to recall that it was President Johnson who has majority leader of the Senate guided 
through the Senate the first civil rights program since the Civil War he feels strongly about human equality 
about equal opportunity he feels this not only as a political leader but as a moral commitment | know this for 
my personal visits with him senator on this point civil rights is there any basis for assuming that this drawing 
together this rallying around the president we're now seeing will possibly make it easier to put a civil rights 
program to Congress well that's very difficult to predict but I'm | do hope so | really do hope so and I I have a 
feeling that President Johnson will do all that he possibly can to carry through on the policies and the 
programs of his predecessor can | just say a word about that sermon you know many people are worried 
these days because of the crisis and the tragedy that we face in this sense of worry and concern is all 
throughout the world our forefathers saw to it that we have a system of government and institutions of 
democracy that permit the orderly transition of power the transfer of power without violence or chaos but in 
this instance there's something else we have a man to follow a very very great president President Kennedy 
and in President Johnson we have one who worked closely with the late beloved president not only as a man 
but worked with him on program and on policy | saw this beam as we would say hammered out on the anvil 
of political discussion and of thought and philosophy so that we're going to have a continuity not only of the 
government but a continuity of basic philosophy and basic political policy at home and abroad 
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home and abroad this to me is reassuring now both men have their own way of doing things and
